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1 . Applicant's election without traverse of the invention of Group I in the reply filed 
on 8/16/04 is acknowledged. 

Claims 12-44 have been withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 
8/16/04. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the friction portion 
encompassing substantially all of the exterior surface of the sidewall, as claimed in 
calim2, and the friction portion attached to the exterior service of the sidewall, as 
claimed in claim 8 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Claims 1 , 3, 4, 6 and 9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Erickson. 

Applicants have merely claimed a container with a sidewall having at least one 
friction portion. Note the chimes 14, which form part of the cylindrical sidewall of the 
plastic container of Erickson. In the embodiment of Figure 3, the chimes are stippled to 
provide friction surfaces, as claimed. 

4. Claims 1 , 3, 6, 7 and 9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Bizzarri. 

Note the indicia (5) , which is embossed on the glass container of Bizzarri to 
provide friction surfaces, as claimed. 

5. Claims 1-3, 5, 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Boughton. 

insofar as applicants have shown it, the hook and loop material is considered to 
cover substantially all of the sidewall of the plastic bottle of Boughton and provides a 
friction surface, which cooperates with the other portion at 106, as claimed. 
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6. The prior art made of recx)rd and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Key, Lin, Darr, Ellison et al, Tajan, Butler, Thorogood and 
Gerhart show containers with friction surfaces. Gurley shows a textured container..
